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Recreation facilities for child-
ren and .young people in the 35
cities and towns included in the
Community Welfare Federation
will be the subject of a sur-
vey inaugurated this week under
the sponsorship of a volunteer
citizens Youth Survey Board, it
is announced by P. G. Winnett,
Federation prseident.

Consultation groups of citizens
in 65 areas are being formed
by agencies cooperating in the
survey, .including.the Welfare
Council, schools, public recrea-

* tion departments and commis-

sions, the Probation Department,
Coordinating Councils and Com-
munity Chest agencies. Adults
and young people in each of
the areas will be interviewed
for their opinions as to recrea-
tional and -leisure-time facilities
needed.

The survey is the outgrowth
of the known lack of adequate,
supervised - recreational outlets
for thousands of young people,
and has been .set up by a spec-
jal grant of $21,220 from the
Federation upon the recommen-
dations of the Youth Service Di-
vision of the Welfare Council.

Upon its conclusion, the spon-
soring group will be presented
with a master plan for the sus-
tained development, of youth lei-
sure-time opportunities and the
coordination of public and pri-
vate youth agencies in order to
avoid duplication of effort and
waste of funds.

The citizens’ sponsoring group
